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This town’s tax rata bits art in 
round numbers $5,000,000. Vaila- 
burgh's tax ratable* are $1,473,- 
400, or for convenience sake say 
$1,500,000, making a total valua¬ 
tion in the twoplacesof $6,500,000. 
Both places are about to hold 
special elections to vote upon the 
question of annexation to Newark. 
The Newark Daily Advertiser in an 
editorial on Wednesday urging an¬ 
nexation said that under Newark 
taxing methods the taxable valua¬ 
tions in the two places would be 
increased to aggregate $10,000,000. 
an increase of $3,500,000. The 
ratio of valuations between Bloom¬ 
field and Vailsburgh is as 3 to i, 
and the increase of $3,500,000 
would be made on that basis. 
Bloomfield's valuations would be 
increased $2,625,000 and Vails- 
burgh's $*75,000. 

If Bloomfield's present valua¬ 
tions were assessed according to 
the Newark basis of assessment 
the total valuations would be about 
$7,650,000, which is just about the 
figure that the Daily Advertiicr 
says the city's
